The government checks this informa- 
tion against the income tax returns of 
those who get the payments.

Undersecretary John A. McCone 
said in an interview that this applies 
clear across the board—to aircraft pro- 
duction, training of men, and bases for 


The four-fold size goal could be 
reached by late 1953 if ordered. The 
immediate Program, to be completed in 
two years, calls for roughly doubling 
the number of Air Force groups, the 
number of men, and the number of 
bases in the United States. 

The move toward the doubled Air 
Force already is obvious in plane or- 
ders; in putting World War II plane 
plants back into Production; in reop- 
ening 25 bases since June, and dis- 
closure that Air Force Personnel soon 
will be more than double the pre-Korea 
strength of 412,000.

Guard, Reserve Captains, 
Lieutenants Get Orders 


Washington—The Army ordered 7500 
National Guard and reserve lieutenants 
and captains to report for active ser- 
vice between March 1 and March a2: 

The Army said it also will call up 
100 Women's Army Corps officers of 
those grades. The number of lieuten- 
ants and captains recalled to date now 
totals about 27,000. 

The Army also announced that it is 
ordering to active service 890 additional 
medical officers, 850 dental officers and 
415 medical service corps officers. They 
will report for duty in two groups on 
Feb. 5 and March 15. 

This is the first time the Army has 
ordered up individual officers from the 
National Guard and organized reserve

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units. The Army said that the number 
of heutenants and captains called from 
such units will be small and that they 
will not be ordered into active service 
until after officers from four other 
sources have been exhausted. 

The other sources in the priority set 
up by the Army are: (1) Volunteers 
from the National Guard and organ- 
ized reserve, (2) organized reserve of- 
ficers commissioned from the ROTC 
who were previously deferred and who 
have one year’s prior federal service, 
(3) reserve officers commissioned from 
the ROTC who did not execute defer- 
ment agreements and who have had 
less than one year of federal service, 
(4) members of the volunteer reserve. 

The Army said that it has received 
applications from a number of National 
Guard and organized reserve officers 
to go on active duty. Until it has avoid- 
ed any action that might disrupt the 
organized units. 

All officers included in this summons 
will serve for 21 months “or such other 
period as may be authorized by law.”

of their fire on a proposal to empower 
the Coast Guard to deny any worker 
the “security card” to be required for 
employment on US vessels or waterfront 
facilities. 

Both ship and shore workers may be 
denied a security card on any of five 
grounds Shore workers, in addition, 
may be denied cards on the three ad- 
ditional grounds of insanity or mental 
disorder, conviction of certain felonies, 
and drunkenness or drug addiction. 
The Coast Guard stood pat on several 
provisions despite strong objections. One 
of these gives the commandant final 
authority to decide whether a man may 
be denied a security card, regardless of 
the findings of local appeals boards to 
be set up in each Coast Guard district 
and a national appeals board to be set 
up here. 

One concession was dropping a state- 
ment that ‘no man will be denied se- 
curity clearances solely because of union 
activity.” Union leaders had contended 
that seemed to imply that a man could 
be screened out of his job for being a 
union member. The regulations were 
issued to implement President Truman’s 
October 18 declaration that “the secur- 
ity of the United States is endangered 
by reason of subversive activities,” and 
that steps should be taken to safeguard 
and harbor facilities. 

The new regulations—making secur- 
ity clearance mandatory for everybody 
working on ships or on the waterfront 
—replace a temporary “voluntary”? se 
curity clearance system put into effect 
after the president’s October order. 

Bridges and Bryson, at hearings Nov. 
27-28, called the original proposals 
“Union busting and blacklisting” devices 
and charged they would bring “‘dis- 
crimination against negroes and other 
minority groups.” 

Bridges is free on bond pending his 
appeal from a conviction of falsely de- 
nying that he had ever been a Com- 
munist in connection with his applica- 
tion for American citizenship. He is a 
native of Australia.
